TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMQBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1964  to  you.  The  year  was  again  a  very  busy  one  for  all  sections 
of  the  department,  reflecting,  no  doubt,  the  growth  of  the  town. 
Generally,  the  health  statistics  are  satisfactory;  the  births  have 
increased  and  both  the  general  death  rate  and  the  infant  mortality 
rate  have  fallen.  The  birth  rate  has  risen  steadily  from  14.70  in 
1960  to  the  very  high  rate  of  17.56  in  1964. 

There  are,  however,  some  aspects  regarding  the  statistics  which 
leave  no  room  for  complacency  and  to  which  I  must  draw  your 
attention.  Firstly,  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  has  increased 
and  more  disturbing  the  percentage  has  increased  to  7.6  per  cent. 
During  the  last  ten  years  the  percentage  of  such  births  has 
fluctuated,  the  average  being  4.52  per  cent,  but  an  upward  trend 
is  now  becoming  lapparent.  Secondly,  regarding  deaths  from  all 
forms  of  cancer  there  is  an  increase  of  16  as  compared  to  1963,  but 
that  section  referring  to  cancer  of  lung  and  bronchus  shows  an 
increase  of  15  to  a  total  of  36,  of  which  18  were  under  the  age  of 
65  years.  One  cannot  but  remark  this  situation  and  urge  people 
to  stop  smoking  and  for  every  person  in  a  position  of  influence  to 
do  all  that  they  can  to  prevent  young  persons  from  starting. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  has  much  of 
interest  in  it,  but  I  would  like  to  foeus  your  attention  to  certain 
items.  Firstly,  the  typhoid  outbreak  in  Aberdeen  and  the  resulting 
work  of  identifying  and  withdrawing  suspect  tins  of  meat  together 
with  other  recent  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  emphasised  the 
need  to  have  an  adequate  and  qualified  Public  Health  staff  able  to 
take  the  necessary  action  on  such  occasions.  Next,  the  introduction 
of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  which  was  long 
overdue,  as  some  offices  fall  far  below  the  standards  which  would 
be  enforced  by  the  Factories  Inspector’s  in  factories. 
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I  was  very  pleased  that  the  Minister  of  Health  asked  for 
information  regarding  milk  supplies  in  relationship  of  Brucella 
Abortis  infection,  the  information  required  is  given  in  detail  in 
the  Chief  Public  fealth  Inspector’s  section  of  the  report.  I  sincerely 
hope  that  the  Minister  will,  from  all  the  Annual  Reports  which  he 
receives,  be  able  to  improve  the  existing  legislation  by  perhaps 
making  the  disease  in  humans  notifiable  and  better  still  to  initiate 
a  national  eradication  scheme  such  as  we  have  had  for  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  because  of  the  potential  danger  to  all  who  drink  unpasteur¬ 
ised  milk.  I  must  emphasise  that  I  have  had  the  full  co-operation  of 
the  farmers  when  there  has  been  a  positive  sample  and  suspect 
milk  has  been  rendered  safe  by  pasteurisation. 

Slum  clearance  progress  has  been  rather  slow,  during  the  year 
only  123  houses  being  represented  in  clearance  areas,  as  compared 
to  the  council’s  target  of  175  houses  per  year.  With  the  staffing 
position  as  it  is  at  the  time  of  writing  the  report  I  regret  to  say 
that  I  do  not  think  that  the  year  1965  will  show  any  improvement. 

I  have  as  usual  included  a  copy  of  my  Annual  Report  to  the 
Macclesfield  Divisional  Health  Committee.  The  main  items  that  I 
would  comment  on  in  this  report  are: —  the  opening  pf  the 
new  Adult  and  Junior  Training  Centres  on  the  8th  May,  1964,  by 
Sir  Arthur  Vere  Harvey,  M.P.  and  which  by  the  end  of  the  year 
had  become  established.  Much  fine  and  useful  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  centres  in  both  producing  articles  of 
use  to  the  community  and  improving  the  social  contacts  of  the 
trainees.  In  May,  1964  also  the  Therapeutic  Social  Club  was  started 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  very  well  established,  and 
Macclesfield  should  be  proud  of  this  excellent  club.  I  am  very 
grateful  indeed  to  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Parkside  Hospital 
for  the  enthusiastic  help  that  both  he  and  his  staff  have  given  to 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  in  the  running  of  this  club. 

I  would  like  in  conclusion  to  give  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  help 
and  interest  and  also  to  the  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs, 
not  forgetting  the  other  persons  both  private  and  officials  who 
have  helped  the  department  in  many  ways  during  the  year.  I  would 
also  thank  every  member  of  my  own  staff  for  their  hard  and  loyal 
work.

Infant  Deaths 

Of  the  10  infant  deaths,  8  occurred  in  males,  and  2  in  females. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  general  death  rate  shows  a  decrease,  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  14.77  per  1,000  live  births,  shows  a  decrease  of 
7.47  over  1963. 

Ten  deaths  occurred  during  1964,  3  are  accounted  for  by 
prematurity  and  7  other  causes. 

Of  the  10  infant  deaths  none  were  illegitimate. 

Table  1  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 
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Neo-Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks  of 
life  was  5  as  compared  with  8  in  1963.  This  makes  the  death  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  7.38  a  decrease  of  5.31  over  1963. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  17.49 

This  is  the  number  of  still-births  and  infant  deaths  under  one 
week  per  thousand  total  live  and  still  births. 

The  number  of  still  births  can  vary  widely  but  there  is  often 
a  relationship  between  this  figure  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
first  week  of  life  and  so  in  the  long  term  it  is  better  to  use  the 
perinatal  rate  for  comparisons,  thus  the  figure  of  17.49  for  1964 
compares  extremely  favourably  with  that  of  34.26  for  1963.

The  routine  work  of  immunisation  is  now  greatly  augmented, 
not  only  do  infants  receive  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  but  in  addition  they  are  vaccinated  against 
poliomyelitis,  while  children  approaching  school  leaving  age  or 
contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  can  be  protected  against  tuber¬ 
culosis  by  vaccination  with  B.C.G. 

Information  about  this  is  included  in  the  annual  report  to  the 
Divisional  Fiealth  Committee  which  is  included  in  the  report.

THE  TOWNTS  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Town’s  water  supply  was  taken  over  in  1961  by  the 
Macclesfield  District  Water  ©card  and  the  following  report  is  by 
courtesy  of  Mr.  Shaw,  Consultant  Engineer  to  the  Board. 

1.  The  water  supply  to  the  larea  in  question  has  been  satis¬ 
factory  in  quantity  but  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied 
from  the  Ridgegate  Filters  has  not  been  wholly  satisfactory. 
Complaints  of  discolouration  were  received  during  1964 
and  despite  the  replacement  of  the  filter  sand  as  advised 
by  the  manufacturers  of  the  filtration  plant,  it  would  appear 
that  the  quality  still  leaves  a  lot  to  be  desired.  Further 
investigations  are  being  made  into  the  performance  of  the 
air  blowers  as  it  is  believed  there  has  been  a  falling  off  of 
performance  since  they  were  first  installed. 

2.  Bacteriological  samples  of  the  Borough  water  are  taken  at 
different  points  throughout  the  Borough  on  an  average  of 
one  per  week,  but  no  bacteriological  examinations  have 
been  made  of  the  raw  water,  as  it  has  been  found  in  the 
past  that  the  main  souroes  are  free  from  pollution. 

3.  As  far  as  is  known,  no  source  of  supply  involves  a  water 
with  a  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  During  1964  complaints  were  received  of  the  presence  of 
Nais  worms  and  this  matter  is  being  investigated  with  the 
help  of  the  Water  Research  Association. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and  farms, 
above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct 
from  public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Sewage  Works  for  the 
following  report: — 

“At  the  present  time  the  Sewage  Works  are  undergoing  major 
extensions  to  increase  the  treatment  capacity  from  2.8  million 
gallons  per  day  to  4.56  million  gallons  per  day  (dry  weather  flow). 

Due  to  overspill,  industrial  development  and  the  inclusion  of 
the  domestic  sewage  and  trade  effluents  from  the  Miacclesfield 
Rural  District  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington,  the  equivalent 
population  is  estimated  to  rise  from  45,800  persons  to  70,000 
persons  in  the  next  five  years  and  ultimately  to  rise  to  85,500 
persons  in  fifteen  years.  The  works  are  designed  to  serve  the 
Borough  of  Macclesfield,  nine  Parishes  in  the  Macclesfield  Rural 
District  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington.  It  is  estimated  that 
some  4,00Q  acres  are  actually  drained  to  the  Works. 

As  designed,  the  extended  Sewage  Works  should  adequately 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  Districts,  for 
the  next  five  years.”

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1964.  The  year  was  very  pleasing  in  many  ways, 
possibly  the  most  satisfactory  being  the  Official  Opening  of  the  new 
Junior  and  Adult  Training  Centres  in  May  by  Sir  Arthur  Vere 
Harvey,  M.P.  These  centres  were  much  needed  and  the  very 
important  work  done  in  them  is  described  more  fully  by  the  Super¬ 
visors  Mrs.  Cheadle  and  Mr.  Lowe  later  in  this  report,  I  am  sure 
that  everyone  will  agree  that  the  Centres  have  had  an  excellent 
start. 

The  population  of  the  Division  has  increased  to  44,240,  the 
overspill  rehousing  from  Manchester  on  the  Upton  Priory  Estate 
playing  a  small  part  in  the  increased  population  as  at  31st 
December,  1964  there  were  145  houses  occupied  on  the  Upton 
Priory  Estate.  The  growth  of  the  Division  will  inevitably  mean  a 
greater  volume  of  work  but  I  am  particularly  concerned  about  the 
Upton  Priory  Estate  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Health 
Visitors,  Midwives  and  Home  Nurses  will  shortly  be  required  to 
provide  an  adequate  service. 

I  would  be  very  remiss  if  I  did  not  draw  your  attention  to 
the  establishment  of  the  Therapeutic  Social  Club  for  those  who 
have  been  ill  —  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  describes  this 
fully  in  his  section  of  the  report,  but  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Board- 
man,  Dr.  Hughes  and  the  staff  of  the  Parkside  Hospital  who  have 
worked  closely  with  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  make  and 
maintain  the  success  of  the  club. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  of  those  voluntary 
workers  who  have  assisted  the  Department  in  many  ways,  and  also 
the  officers  and  staffs  of  the  District  Council  Departments  for  their 
co-operation  and  help.  Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  own  office 
staff  who  are  affected  by  the  increased  work  of  the  different 
sections  and  who  have  worked  extremely  hard  during  the  year.

SECTION  29— DOMESTIC  HELP 

The  majority  of  patients  receiving  Home  Help  are  aged  and 
infirm,  with  the  result  that  it  is  often  considered  that  this  is  the 
main  function  of  the  service  and  the  Home  Help  Supervisor  goes 
along  to  assess  the  needs  of  an  old  person,  consult  her  list  to  see 
which  Home  Help  has  the  necessary  free  time  and  assign  her  to 
that  case.  This  is  a  false  impression  as  help  for  confinements,  at 
the  homes  of  problem  families  to  the  mentally  ill  or  to  the  family 
where  illness  prevents  the  mother  from  playing  her  part  as  house¬ 
keeper  take  priority  over  the  requests  for  help  to  the  aged  and 
infirm.  Such  help  has  been  provided  successfully  during  the  last 
year  and  is  of  major  importance  if  the  Home  Help  Service  is  to 
play  its  part  in  the  community. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  supervisor  in  this  area,  Mrs. 
Cheetham,  is  shared  with  South-East  Cheshire  Division,  where  the 
population  is  over  75,000  and  la  total  of  65,396  hours  help  was 
provided  last  year.  The  Supervisor  is  available  to  deal  with  cases 
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in  the  Macclesfield  Division  on  2^  days  per  week,  and  has  to  deal 
with  new  cases  and  with  urgent  re-organisation  of  old  cases,  with 
recruitment  and  staffing  problems,  these  matters  fully  occupying 
her  time.  The  supervision  of  existing  cases  (apart  from  checking 
the  work  done  by  Home  Helps,  re-assessing  the  continued  need  for 
Help)  is  not  being  adequately  done,  because  the  total  case  load  in 
the  two  divisions  is  too  heavy. 

I,  and  the  Domestic  Help  Supervisor,  are  of  the  opinion  that 
many  economies  could  be  made  if  there  was  time  for  more  super¬ 
vision.

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The  new  Centre  in  Park  Lane  was  opened  for  admission  of 
children  on  4th  March,  1964,  and  officially  opened  by  Sir  Arthur 
Vere  Harvey,  C.B.E.,  M.P.  on  8th  May,  1964. 

In  addition  to  the  three  classes  (Infants,  Juniors  and  Seniors) 
on  the  25th  May,  1964,  a  special  care  class  for  children  with 
physical  handicaps  was  introduced.  There  are  places  for  10  children 
in  this  Unit  for  which  two  staff  have  been  allocated. 

Special  gifts  to  the  new  Centre  have  included  a  piano  from 
the  Wilmslow  and  District  Society  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  and  a  Fish  Pool  from  the  Macclesfield  Ladies’  Circle. 

All  the  children  had  medical  and  dental  inspections  during 
the  year  and  a  small  number  received  free  meals. 

Two  Open  Days  have  been  held  during  the  year  for  Parents 
and  Friends. 

17  Trainees  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Adult  Unit  during  the  year. 

Adult  Training  Centre 

The  Centre  was  officially  opened  on  Friday,  8th  May,  1964, 
by  Sir  Arthur  Vere  Harvey,  C.B.E.,  M.P. 

Training  attendances  however  commenced  on  Wednesday,  4th 
March,  1964. 

Establishing  the  Adult  Centre  has  filled  a  great  need  in 
Macclesfield  and  surrounding  area,  evident  in  the  eagerness  with 
which  it  has  been  received,  the  comments  of  appreciation  and  the 
Speed  with  which  the  90  Trainee  places  are  being  filled. 

Aims  of  the  Centre  are  to  equip  the  Mentally  subnormal  adult 
with  competence  in  workshop  practise  and  industrial  skills,  so  that 
wherever  possible  a  job  of  work  in  the  community  can  be  taken. 
Emphasis  also  is  placed  on  social  and  personal  training,  such  as 
physical  health,  hygiene,  personal  appearance,  occupation  of 
leisure,  current  affairs  and  the  continuation  of  Junior  Centre  Train¬ 
ing  i.e.  reading,  writing  and  money  values  where  this  is  found 
helpful. 
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Activities  include  outwork  from  local  industry,  e.g.  assembling 
electrical  component  parts  and  cardboard  box  separators,  repeti¬ 
tion  work  for  the  printing  industry,  making  and  stringing  carrier 
bags  for  a  well  known  local  firm.  Apart  from  outwork,  cotton  floor 
mops,  chamois  washleathers,  fireside  stools,  occasional  tables  and 
many  woodwork  jobs  lare  made.  The  girls  apart  from  taking  part 
in  the  industrial  work  are  taught  machine  sewing  and  all  the 
domestic  craft-s.  Simple  domestic  science  is  part  of  the  training, 
too,  including  cookery  and  the  preparation  of  simple  meals.  The 
centre  has  a  laundry  unit  where  laundry  work  is  done  for  the 
Ambulance  service  and  Day  Nurseries  and  this  it  is  planned  to 
increase.  The  trainees  maintain  the  gi;ounds  and  a  greenhouse; 
mowing  the  lawns,  planting  and  bedding.  During  the  year  there  was 
a  very  successful  crop  of  tomatoes  in  the  greenhouse  which  supplied 
fruit  for  sale  and  use  in  the  kitchen.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

It  is  once  lagain  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  present  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in 
Macclesfield  and  Bollington  during  the  year  1964. 

The  growing  awareness  in  the  community  of  the  value  of 
services  provided  by  the  Mental  Health  Department  continues  to 
place  an  ever-increasing  demand  on  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

1964  has  been  a  most  interesting  and  active  year  in  the 
development  of  local  services  for  the  mentally  disordered,  and  in 
May  we  were  privileged  to  witness  the  official  opening  of  the  Junior 
and  Adult  Training  Centres  by  Sir  Arthur  Vere  Harvey,  M.P.,  an 
event  which  made  available  to  the  mentally  subnormal  child  the 
most  comprehensive  and  up-to-date  training  facilities  in  congenial 
surroundings.  Thus  the  mentally  subnormal  adult,  was,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  local  community  enabled  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  modern  and  constructive  training  techniques  or  occupational 
therapy,  and  in  this  respect  we  are  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Lowe  as 
the  Superintendent. 

Liaison  with  other  agencies  both  statutory  and  voluntary  has 
been  maintained  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  worked  very 
closely  with  the  General  Practitioner  in  effecting  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  mentally  disordered. 

Social  clubs  for  the  mentally  disordered  continued  to  function 
throughout  1964  and  include  the  Over  16’s  Club  for  the  mentally 
subnormal,  which  meets  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

A  Therapeutic  Social  Club  for  the  mentally  ill  was  introduced 
in  Macclesfield  at  the  beginning  of  May  also.  This  ended  months 
of  planning  and  I  am  greatly  indebted,  for  the  wholehearted  support 
and  encouragement  received,  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Steering  Committee  together  with  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  County  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Arnold  Brown,  County 
Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Plews,  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Initial  club  meetings  were  held  at  the  Bridge  Street  Clinic  but 
within  la  short  space  of  time  the  club  outgrew  its  accommodation 
and  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  transfer  meetings  to  the  new 
Adult  Training  Centre  where,  it  has  continued  to  flourish.  Average 
weekly  attendances  are  25  people,  but  membership  now  extends  to 
over  100. 

Meetings  are  at  weekly  intervals  in  the  evening,  and  activities 
are  many  and  varied,  ranging  from  card  games,  table  tennis  and 
darts  to  group  discussions  and  activities  such  as  theatre  outings  etc. 
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At  each  club  meeting  a  Consultant  Psychiatrist  is  in  attendance, 
together  with  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  it  is  in  this  environ¬ 
ment  that  the  full  therapeutic  value  of  the  club  is  administered 
to  the  mentally  ill  and  their  relatives. 

Results  so  far  have  been  most  stimulating  to  all  concerned 
and  the  Bridge  Club,  as  it  is  so  named,  may,  I  feel,  be  now 
recognised  as  one  of  the  most  advanced  therapeutic  social  clubs  in 
the  country. 

The  success  of  this  club  is  in  no  small  way  due  to  the  unfailing 
help  and  support  given  by  the  members  of  the  Mental  Health 
Department  staff,  voluntary  workers  and  hospital  nursing  and 
medical  staff  who  give  up  so  much  of  their  free  time  to  assist  at 
club  meetings  and  outings  etc. 

The  overall  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  officers  of  this 
department,  as  in  previous  years,  continues  to  increase,  and  in 
conclusion  I  submit  a  table  of  statistics  showing  the  way  in  which 
cases  referred  to  the  department  during  1964  have  been  dealt  with 
from  this  office.  It  can  be  seen  that  there  is  a  marked  increase  on 
those  submitted  for  1963,  and  you  will  note  that  this  year  I  have 
introduced,  for  the  first  time,  figures  appertaining  to  the  Elderly. 
I  feel  that  it  is  of  importance  to  note  that  there  is  a  marked 
increase  in  the  demand  for  services  for  the  Elderly  Mentally  Infirm 
and  you  will  observe  by  comparing  the  figures  for  1964  with  those 
for  1963  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  demand  of  over  25  per 
cent. 

The  figures  included  in  this  report  do  not  of  course  include 
the  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  this  department.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

There  were  two  major  item-s  of  interest  in  the  year;  first  the 
Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  land  secondly  the  irtroduction  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

The  outbreak  in  Aberdeen  may  seem  to  be  a  long  way  off, 
but  it  caused  a  great  deal  of  intense  additional  work  for  your 
inspectors.  When  the  code  numbers  of  the  first  suspected  batches  of 
tinned  meat  became  known,  two  inspectors  were  immediately  freed 
from  all  other  duties.  They  at  once  visited  all  the  likely  users  and 
stockists  of  these  large  tins;  factory  canteens,  schools,  kitchens, 
caterers  and  wholesalers.  Meanwhile  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to 
the  occupiers  of  every  food  premises  in  the  Borough.  Enclosed 
with  the  letter  was  a  ready  stamped  post  card,  and  each  occupier 
was  asked  to  indicate  whether  or  not  they  held  tins  of  meat  of 
the  size  and  type  indicated.  This  was  thought  to  be  the  quickest 
way  to  locate  stocks  of  suspected  tins,  and  a  fair  proportion  returned 
the  cards  quickly,  but  I  was  .amazed  at  the  number  who  failed  to 
return 'the  cards  at  all. 

Altogether,  346  visits  were  made  to  food  premises,  which 
included  258  retail  shops,  30  cafes  and  canteens,  58  hotels  and 
public  houses,  in  addition  to  wholesale  grocery  premises  and 
hospitals.  Stocks  were  located  in  44  premises  )and  459  tins 
examined,  of  which  41  were  withdrawn. 

This  investigation  was  further  complicated  when,  whilst  the 
first  investigation  was  nearing  completion  a  further  batch  of  tins 
were  suspected  and  many  of  the  visits  had  to  sfiart  all  over  again. 

It  is  worth  a  little  thought  that  this  outbreak  could  have  easily 
been  in  Cheshire,  as  in  Scotland,  and  the  first  line  of  defence  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  disease  is  the  washing  of  hands  after 
using  the  toilet  and  before  preparing  or  handling  food  stuffs. 
Therefore,  the  care  of  food  handlers  and  the  provision  of  adequate 
washing  facilities  in  food  premises  is  of  paramount  importance. 

The  Gowers  Committee  was  set  up  in  1946  to  investigate  work¬ 
ing  conditions  in  non-industrial  employment,  a  task  whch  took 
three  years.  In  1963  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
received  the  Royal  Assent  and  became  the  first  piece  of  legislation 
dealing  with  conditions  in  non-industrial  employment  in  a  detailed 
and  comprehensive  manner.  Office  and  shop  workers  have  had  to 
wait  over  a  century  to  achieve  a  similar  measure  of  protection  as 
the  industrial  worker. 
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It  is  vitally  necessary  to  emphasise  to  everyone,  the  importance 
of  this  Act.  If  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  its  attendant  regula¬ 
tions  are  honestly,  efficiently  and  firmly  applied,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  in  years  to  come  we  shall  be  able  to  look  back  with 
pride  to  the  introduction  of  yet  another  milestone  in  our  social 
history,  comparative  in  size  and  importance  to  that  of  the  first 
Factories  Act. 

The  provisions  of  the  new  Act  are  primarily  concerned  with 
environmental  health  matters,  and  it  is  natural  that  the  work 
should  fall  on  those  officers  who  have  the  necessary  training  qualifi¬ 
cations  and  experience  to  undertake  the  task.  However,  the 
additional  work  could  not  be  undertaken  without  reducing  efforts 
in  other  spheres,  and  the  council  appointed  an  additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  a  part-time  clerk. 

The  first  provision  requiring  the  registration  of  premises,  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1964,  and  on  the  31st  July,  1964, 
when  the  registration  period  finished,  only  408  applications  had 
been  received.  This  was  thought  to  be  much  less  than  it  should  be 
and  our  efforts  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  were  designed  to  create 
an  up-to-date  comprehensive  register  of  all  the  premises  covered  by 
the  Act. 

Problems  of  demarcation  soon  became  apparent,  and  the 
dividing  line  between  those  premises  controlled  by  the  HM. 
Factories  Inspector  and  ourselves  was  by  no  means  clear. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  has  organised  several  meetings 
between  the  Factories  Inspectors  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  Association,  when  we  have  been  able  to  settle 
many  practical  difficulties,  and  I  'am  pleased  to  report  that  the  most 
cordial  relationship  exists  between  my  Department  and  the  District 
Factory  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  McAlpine  at  Stockport.  His  help  has 
also  been  appreciated  in  the  early  stages  for  advice  given  on 
accident  investigation  and  the  guarding  of  dangerous  machines. 

A  difficulty  exists  in  smaller  shops  run  by  the  proprietor  and 
members  of  his  family.  This  type  of  shop  does  not  require 
registration,  but  requires  inspection  and  supervision,  especially  if 
foodstuffs  are  sold.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION 

Samples  of  drinking  water  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  together  with  samples 
of  ice  cream.  The  sampling  of  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council. 
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Milk  is  sold  raw  from  five  dairy  herds  in  the  district.  Particular 
attention  is  being  paid  to  the  possible  spread  of  brucellosis  due  to 
the  consumption  of  untreated  milk.  Eighty-eight  samples  of  milk 
were  submitted  for  brucella  examination  of  which  six  were  positive. 

Where  positive  samples  have  been  discovered  immediate  steps 
have  been  taken  to  discover  the  infected  animals.  In  the  cases 
occurring  in  the  Borough,  the  farmers  surplus  milk  was  already 
being  sent  for  pasturisation,  so  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  farm  bottled  milk  to  be  taken  from  that  part  of  the  herd  known 
to  be  healthy,  whilst  the  rest  was  heat  treated.  Subsequently  the 
owners  of  the  infected  animals  have  been  persuaded  to  sell  them 
for  slaughter.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  there  is  a  risk  in 
the  consumption  of  untreated  milk  especially  to  babies  and 
children. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a  firm  of  multiple 
bakers  for  two  offences.  An  apple  and  sultana  turnover  was  sold  to 
a  housewife  who  found  when  she  started  to  eat  it,  that  it  contained 
green  mould.  In  the  second  instance  a  loaf  of  bread  was  found 
to  contain  foreign  matter;  examination  by  a  public  analyst  revealed 
that  this  was  dried  mouldy  dough.  Fines  totalling  £35  with  £10  4s. 
Od.  costs  were  imposed. 

A  firm  of  butchers  were  fined  £25  with  £7  Is.  Od.  costs,  for 
selling  a  portion  of  cooked  chicken  containing  stuffing  which  was 
heavily  contaminated  with  mould  growth.

There  are,  however,  two  premises  within  the  borough  manu¬ 
facturing  on  ia  small  scale,  one  by  heat  treatment  and  one  by  a 
complete  cold  mix. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

The  Revised  Regulations  were  introduced  during  the  latter 
part  of  1960,  and  form  the  basis  for  the  standards  employed  when¬ 
ever  food  premises  are  visited  by  the  Inspectors.  The  Regulations 
also  place  responsibility  upon  the  persons  handling  food,  and  are 
in  the  main  carefully  observed.  Posters  showing  the  precautions  to 
be  taken  when  handling  foods  are  distributed  to  schools  and  to 
people  running  food  businesses.  The  posters  are  free  and  available 
to  anyone  who  wishes  to  use  them  for  the  training  of  food  handlers. 
A  supply  of  notices  requesting  customers  not  to  bring  their  dogs 
into  food  shops  are  lalso  available.

MEAT  INSPECTION,  1964 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  One 
is  situated  on  the  Queens  Avenue,  Industrial  Estate  and  was  built 
in  1961  coming  into  operation  in  the  latter  part  of  that  year.  The 
other  operated  by  the  Macclesfield  and  District  Butchers  Associa¬ 
tion  is  a  slaughterhouse  re-opened  after  the  war  with  extensions, 
to  the  slaughterhall  and  lairage. 

From  June  of  1964  all  the  condemned  meat  from  both  slaughter¬ 
houses  has  been  removed  to  premises  at  Sandbach,  where  it  is 
sterilized  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization) 
Regulations  1960. 
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During  1964  the  carcases  of  25,983  animals  were  inspected  at 
the  two  slaughterhouses. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  one  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out.

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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 
Anthrax  Order,  1938 

No  cases  of  suspected  Anthrax  were  notified  to  the  Department 
during  the  year.  However,  there  has  been  a  slow  and  steady  rise  in 
recent  years  in  the  country  as  a  whole.  Consequently  at  the  request 
of  the  Ministry,  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  dangers  and  impli¬ 
cations  of  the  disease.  The  display  of  posters  at  the  cattle  auction 
has  been  aimed  at  stock  keepers  generally;  whilst  posters  at  both 
slaughterhouses  have  made  Butchers  and  Slaughtermen  aware  of 
the  dangers  in  handling  infected  materials. 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food  Order)  1957 

This  order  places  upon  local  authorities  the  responsibility  of 
inspecting  and  licensing  Waste  Food  Boiling  Plants.  Whilst  all 
waste  foods  must  by  law  be  sterilised  before  feeding  to  live  stock, 
only  certain  premises  require  to  be  licensed.  One  such  premise  is 
now  licensed  in  the  borough. 

The  country  has  now  been  free  from  foot  and  mouth  disease 
for  a  period  of  more  than  two  years  and  the  incidence  of  swine 
fever  has  been  considerably  reduced.  Undoubtedly  the  waste  food 
publicity  campaign  of  previous  years  has  played  an  important  part 
in  preventing  the  introduction  and  spread  of  disease.  The  careless 
handling  of  waste  food  nevertheless  remains  a  most  serious  threat 
to  animal  health  and  continued  vigilance  is  essential. 

The  Foot  aod  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1958 

During  1964  no  orders  were  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  Fowl  Pest  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1956 

Nineteen  orders  were  issued  during  the  year.  Macclesfield 
became  part  of  an  Infected  Area  on  the  10th  January,  1964; 
although  subsequent  orders  modified  the  area  the  County  of  Chester 
was  not  released  from  restrictions  until  the  12th  June,  1964. 

The  control  of  fowl  pest  now  rests  on  the  voluntary  use  of 
dead  vaccines,  coupled  with  precautions  which  must  be  taken  by 
poultry  keepers  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease  and  aided  where 
necessary  by  restrictions  imposed  under  FOWL  PEST  ORDERS. 
Fowl  Pest  remains  a  notifiable  disease. 

The  Regulalioii  of  Movemeiit  of  Swine  Order,  1959 

Except  for  a  short  period  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  normal 
licences  have  been  required  for  the  movement  of  pigs  from  the 
cattle  auction,  and  these  have  been  issued  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 
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The  Swine  Fever  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1956 

During  1964,  sixty-eight  Infected  Areas  Special  Orders  were 
made  by  the  Minister.  Special  Order  No.  49  brought  Macclesfield 
under  restrictions  from  midnight,  26th  September,  which  continued 
until  the  17th  October. 

Immediate  preparations  were  made  for  the  printing  of  posters 
to  be  placed  within  the  cattle  pens,  on  slaughterhouses,  and  on 
public  buildings  as  required.  A  circular  letter,  outlining  the  scope  of 
the  restrictions,  was  sent  to  all  farmers,  pig  breeders,  and  butchers 
within  the  Borough. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  open  the  office  on  Saturday  morn¬ 
ings,  with  a  clerk  and  an  inspector  on  duty  for  the  issuing  of 
licences;  and  for  an  Inspector  to  attend  the  cattle  auction  each 
Monday.  As  on  previous  occasions,  the  Cleansing  Department’s 
Gully  Emptier,  carrying  500!  gallons  of  diluted  disinfectant  was 
used  for  flushing  the  cattle  pens  and  cleansing  the  grids  before  and 
after  the  auction. 

The  Swine  Fever  Order,  1963 

Swine  Fever  is  a  serious  contagious  disease  caused  by  a  virus, 
and  varies  widely  in  its  severity.  The  present  policy  of  iradication 
is  by  means  of  compulsory  slaughter.  All  pigs  affected  with  the 
disease,  and  their  contacts,  are  slaughtered  and  their  carcases 
cremated  or  buried. 

One  farm  in  the  Borough  was  placed  under  temporary  restric¬ 
tions,  when  it  was  thought  that  pigs  bought  at  an  auction  market  in 
Cheshire  had  been  in  contact  with  animals  suspected  of  suffering 
from  Swine  Fever.  Fortunately,  the  presence  of  the  disease  was  not 
confirmed  and  no  further  'action  was  necessary. 

CLEANSING  SECTION 

Refuse  Collection 

There  are  five  ash  rounds,  employing  one  continuous  loading 
vehicle,  two  fore  and  aft  tippers,  and  two  bulk  loading  vehicles. 
The  bulk  loaders  are  operated  most  of  the  time  as  normal  collection 
vehicles;  the  increased  use  of  the  IJ-  cubic  yard  container  in  flats, 
schools  and  factories  is,  however,  most  encouraging.  Two  subsidiary 
vehicles  which  are  also  used,  one  for  the  collection  of  salvage,  and 
one  other  is  doing  a  small  ash  round  and  servicing  trade  premises. 
A  Ferguson  tractor  and  trailer  is  shared  with  the  scavenging 
section.  The  aim  of  the  refuse  collection  service  is  to  provide  fifty 
collections  a  year,  the  exceptions  being  the  two  holiday  weeks, 
when  the  department  is  closed  save  for  la  small  team  which  collects 
from  shops,  restaurants  and  hospitals. 

During  bad  weather,  when  the  sickness  rate  is  high,  and 
following  annual  holidays,  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  maintain 
the  weekly  collection,  which  is  the  least  acceptable  standard. 
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Rehise  Disposal 

All  the  town  industrial  and  domestic  refuse,  with  the  exception 
of  paper,  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  one  tip  on  Danes 
Moss,  off  Congleton  Road.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
making  the  refuse  sufficiently  compact,  and  this  is  due  to  the  large 
quantity  of  unrecoverable  paper  and  lack  of  cinders  and  ash. 

During  the  year,  the  Bristol  Digloiader  was  replaced  by  a 
Trackmarshall  Bulldozer.  The  new  machine  is  larger  and  more 
powerful  than  its  predecessor,  and  has  been  specially  adapted  for 
municipal  work.  This  includes  'a  much  deeper  blade  than  is  usual, 
special  guards  to  prevent  tins  lodging  in  the  tracks,  a  reversed  fan 
that  blows  dust  and  paper  out  of  the  radiator  and  an  all-weather 
cab. 

The  waste  paper  which  is  collected  from  householders,  and 
shops,  is  taken  to  the  Councirs  baling  depot  in  Jodrell  Street,  where 
it  is  sorted  land  baled.  There  is  insufficient  room  for  our  activities 
here,  but  the  possibility  of  a  new  depot  has  prevented  either  the 
extension  of  the  existing  d  e  pot,  or  the  introduction  of  more 
mechanical  handling. 

Scavenging 

This  section  is  concerned  with  the  sweeping  of  streets,  the 
emptying  of  street  gullies  and  the  cleansing  of  the  markets.  Two 
mechanical  street  sweepers,  two  gully  empticrs,  two  pedestrian 
operated  vehicles,  are  employed,  and  la  Ferguson  traetor  and  trailer 
are  shared  with  the  refuse  collection  section.  From  the  transport 
summary  which  follows,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  section  employs 
the  veteran  of  the  fleet,  a  seventeen-year-old  Dennis  street  gully 
emptier.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  replace  this  in  the 
coming  financial  year,  when  it  will  have  completed  eighteen  years 
service,  an  example  of  extremely  good  value  for  money. 

Each  year  the  number  of  houses  grows,  and  with  it  the  length 
of  the  roads  and  pavements,  and  the  number  of  cul-de-sacs  and 
lay-bys;  whilst  the  street  sweepers  can  adequately  deal  with  the 
principal  streets  and  estate  roads,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  hand 
work  left  to  be  done. 

In  a  good  growing  season,  trouble  is  experienced  with  weeds 
and  grass,  thus  selected  areas  have  been  treated  with  weedkiller  as 
an  experiment.  Various  types  of  weedkiller  are  available,  but 
special  care  is  needed  in  selecting  one  which  is  quick  in  action,  easy 
to  apply  'and  non-toxic  to  domestic  animals. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  new  Public  Convenience  at  Broken  Cross  was  taken  over 
early  in  the  year.  This  is  the  first  new  convenience  to  be  built  in 
Macclesfield  since  before  the  war.  Two  others,  London  Road  and 
Chester  Road,  were  conversions  of  existing  buildings,  and  have 
provided  'an  extension  of  the  facilities  available.  However,  at 
Broken  Cross  the  Council  have  also  provided  an  extension  of  the 
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service,  in  that  a  new  unit  has  been  installed  which  provides  water 
and  liquid  soap  for  hand  washing  and  warm  air  for  drying.  The 
experiment  is  being  keenly  watched,  for  it  is  desirous  that  these 
facilities  be  extended  to  all  the  other  conveniences  where  there 
is  sufficient  space  to  install  the  unit.  My  committee’s  previous 
attempt  to  provide  washing  facilities  was  disappointing,  in  that 
very  soon  the  bowls  were  smashed  and  the  fittings  stolen.  It 
cannot  be  stressed  too  deeply  that  the  provision  of  better,  cleaner 
and  more  cheerful  public  conveniences  rests  with  the  public,  and 
that  a  very  small  proportion  of  that  public  is  doing  a  great  deal  to 
hinder  improvements  which  could  be  enjoyed  by  many.
